The explosions occurred in the Montana 
Central yards, in which the powder was stored 
in cars, 

Fire broke out at 10:05 oclock in the 
Royal Milling company’s warehouse and 
spread to the Kenyon-Cornell warehouse, in 
which were stored several carloads of giant 
powder. While firemen were fighting the fire 
and closing around the cars, which had caught, 
a terrific explogions occurred and killed every 
fireman save two. (ne of these was standing 
behind the hosecart horses and the other was 
at a water hydrant several hundred feet away. 

Many Mangled Bodies Picked Up. 

So far between fifty and sixty mangled bod. 
jes have been recovered and more are being 
picked up on all sides. 

The firemen who had escaped the first ex- 
plosion were beginning another attack when 
a second explosion, more violent than the 
first, took place.

Shakes Like an Earthquake. 

There were several cars of the powder and 
ali of them exploded, The whole 
heavens were lighted up and thé 
city shook as if an earthquake was 
in progress. Immediately after the 
first explosion the entire hospital corps and 
police force were summoned, and many of 
the detachments of these companies are 
among the killed and injured in the subse- 
quent explosions. Every house for blocks 
around has been turned into an impromptu 
hospital. 

The scene was terrifying in the extreme. At 
12:10 a. m. wagons were still taking dead 
bodies from the scene of the explosion to 
various undertaking establishments and the 
wounded to their homes and hospitals. ‘The 


latter are all tull. 


Liat of the Dead Seventy-five. 


The full list of the dead possibly will reach 
seventy-five, and the damage to property will 
be more than $1,000,000. In all three car- 
loads of powder exploded, one of which was 
stored in the Butte Hardware company’s 
warehouse, which adjoinod the Kenyon-Cor- 
nell warehouse. 

Large pieces of iron were thrown for miles. 
Several bodies were hurled a long distance 
und picked up unrecognizable masses of 
flesh. 

It is estimated that 100 additional persons 
were injured, “several of whom died after 
being taken to the hospitals.

Into a Chaos of Death. 

The natural horror of the scene was intensi- 
fied by the surrounding darkness outside’ the 
circle lighted. by the flames. The pitiable 
cries of those suddenly hurled to the brink 

f death were soon almost drowned 
by a more intense wallmg of women 
and children. Wives hurried from the un- 
consciousness of sleep to the sides of their 
dead husbands, mothers confronted with sons 
mangled so a3 to be almost unrecognizable, 
and children gazing in terror ata scene they 
could not appreciate joined in a dreadful 
threnody. 

The stricken people were so crazed by the 
sudden affliction they overran the scene be- 
youd any human power to check them. 

When some slight form of order could be 
imposed on the people the horror changed 
from one of mass to one more awful in detail. 
Individuals could now be separated from the 
general field of dead, and the work of ar- 
ranging the victims who could be gathered up 
from the débris was begun. 

[The news of the calamity reached the outside 
world over o private telegraph line running from 
Butte to Amaconda, The Western Union and 
railroad wires passed through the sec- 
tion of town” in which the  explos- 
ion occurred and were disabled. This, 
together with the natural condition of panic 
and excitement following the dreadful! destruc- 
tion, delayed the first bulletin of the event and 
contracted the accounts which finally were 
sent abroad. These went to Denver 
and Salt Lake, and by a circuitous 
route around to the Northern Pacific lines in 
Washington and back across the continent ‘to St. 
Paul. It has been many monthe since a calamity 
of this magnitude has occurred in the United 
States, and seldom has it been that full details. 
— the lists of dead and injured, were so 
tardy. ! 


FACTS RELATING TO BUTTE CITY. 


Wonderful Growth ef the So-Called Chi- 
cage of Montana.” 

Butte City, Mont., is an important railroad 
junction, the capital of Silver Bow County, 
and is located near a range of high mount- 
ains, sixty-five miles southwest of 
Helena. It has seven churches, three 
banks, and three newspaper offices. 
Rich mines of gold and silver are located 
there. A population which in 1888 was 
3,363 has grown to over 30,000. No 
city west of the Missouri River has 
made more rapid material progress during 
the last ten years than Butte. Its 
citizens are fond of calling their little town 
The Chicage of Montana. They claim the 
honor of having the largest mining camp in 
the world. The hotels are good, the streets 
are well lighted, and there is an excellent 
electric stréet railway system. 

Eleven years ago the leading mines operat- 
ed within the precincts of Butte City were 
the Alice, the Moulton, the * Lexing- 
tun,’ and the Colusa. Since then these 
have been overshadowed by the Anaconda,” 
the St. Lawrence, the Mountain Consoli- 
dated, the Green Mountain, aud other 
mines operated by the Anaconda Mining con- 


» pany, one of the richest corporations in the 


Unites 8 * Anaconda is credited 


o pay all labor and ma- 
terial, lente the copper output virtually 
clear profit. 

In Silver Bow County, which embraces 
Butte, there are now nine smelters in opera- 
tion, including two owned by the Bostou and 
Montana company, the Silver Bow, Ute 
Reduction Works, Colorado and Mon- 
tana, the- Lexington, Alice and Moulton, 
one each. It is estimated that these smelting 
works are capable of treating over 300 tons 
of ore a day, while the great smelters of the 
Anaconda, at the town of that name, general- 
ly treat over 2,500 tons every twenty-four 
hours. 


The city possesses a well-appointed club. 


which has a membership of several hundred 
prominent - citizens. During the dramatic 
season the opern-house is thronged nightly. as 
nearly all the leading operatic and dramatic 
companies visit the place. 

As accidents at the mines are of frequent 
occurrence some of the companies have 
adopted the custom of stopping a trifle from 
the wages of the men to provide for hospital 
accommodations. When a miner with a wife 
and several small children happens to be 
killed, as is frequently the case, distress, if 
not absolute destitution, is inevitable. 

Among those whose names are spoken of 
with gratitude by many a widow and orphan 
is Marcus Daly, one of the chief owners of 
the Anaconda. mines and a celebrated turf- 
man. He greatly dislikes to be cited as a 
paragon of any kind, but it would be impos- 
sible to write about Butte, or in fact the State 
at large, without alluding to this remarkable 
product of Western American conditions. 


TWO DASHED TO DEATH AT A FIRE. 


Husband and Wife Meet a Horrible Fate 
in Baltimore, Md. 

Baurrmore, Md., Jan. 15.—Fire broke out 
on the ground floor of No. 13 West Biddle 
street at 4 this morning and before discov- 
ered had made such headway that escape for 
the sleeping inmates was rendered a hazard- 
ous undertaking. When the firemen and 
neighbors reached the scene Thomas White- 
ridge, a broker, and his young wife appeared 
at the window of the second story front room. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whiteriage were awakened to 
find the hcuse filled with smoke and escape 
by ordinary means apparently cut off. They 
were too much excited to obey the injunc- 
tions of the-firemen, and the result was the 
death of both. They appeared at the front 
windows and opened them. The smoke had 
already filled the room. No. 4 hook and lad- 
der company arrived and a ladder was thrown 
up to the second floor window. Capt. Kelly 
ordered Lieut. John Morgan, one of the 


strongest men in the department, to go up | 


and take Mr. and Mrs. Whiteridge down. 

The Lieutenant found Mr. Whiteridge al- 
ready out en the ladder attempting to descend. 
The Lieutenant got him downy a couple 
rungs of the ladder. Mr. Whiteridge jerked 
away from Lieut. Morgan's grasp and went 
back up the ladder to where his wife was 
setting her foot on the top rung. Notwith- 
standing the remonstrances of the fireman 
Mr. Whiteridge raised up and clasped his wife 
in his arms. He started down, but lost his 
balance. Lieut. Morgan caught him as he 
fell, with his wife in his arms. The weight of 
the two swung the fireman over the edge of 
the ladder; and it looked as if all see would

PERIER STEPS DOWN. 


PRESIDENT OF THB FRENOH REPUB- 
LIO RESIGNS OFFIOE. 


Party Attacks Too “trong for Carnot’s Suc- 
cessor, Who Determines on the Radical 
Step Because of the Complicatious 
Arising from the Latest Crisis@M, Du- 
puy Is His Temporary Successor and 
Takes His Duties Coally=France Is in a 
TurmolleBrisson May Be President. 


Paris, Jan. 15.—It was announced this 
evening that M. Casimir-Perier, President of 
the French Republic, had resigned office. 

During the evenmg he conferred with the 
President of the Senate and then summoned 
M. Guerin, Minister of Justice; M. Leyques, 
Minister of Public Instruction; M. Poin- 
carre, Minister of Finance, and the Prefect of 
the Seine. M. Leyques had a long conversa- 
uon with Perier, the result of Which is not 
known. 

A second official. note was iesued at 11 


o' clock tonight announcing the resignation of 


the President and forecasting the ideas he in- 
tends to develop in his farewell address to the 
Chamber of Deputies. The note says that in

the eyes of the President yesterday's sitting of 
the Chamber and the vote which overthrew 
the Cabinet were only secondary incidents of 
the struggle which is proceeding against the 
parliamentary régime and public® liberties. 
M. Casimir-Perier had hoped that the Presi- 
dent of the republic, who is deprived of 
means of action, would have been exempted 
from party attacks, and the especial ccnfi- 
dence of the Republicans would have accora- 
ed him power and authority. He had also 
hoped that those who, despite himself, had 
placed him in a position where he was unable 
to defend himself would have undertaken the 
defense of the First Magistrate. Continuing, 
the note says the President has requested the 
Ministers totemporarily withdraw their res- 


ignations in order to facilitate the necessary’ 


changes. 
Urgency Meetings Called. 

Prime Minister Dupuy imparted President 
Casimir-Perier’s decision to the Presidents of 
the Senate and Chainber of Deputies, who 
will forthwith call urgency sittings of those 
bodies. 

The greatest perplexity reigns in all polit 
ical circles. During the afternoon it had 
been remarked, not without surprise, in the 
lobbies of the Palais Bourbon that the crisis 
was not following the customary course, but 
appeared to be assuming a gra ver aspect than 
usual. 

When the facts became known 
tion, amohnting almost to 
one. There had been ominous hits in & 
press in the recent days that M. Casimir-Per- 
ier was growing tired of his position. yet. no- 
body paid attention to them, The high char- 
acter, experience, firmness, and integrity of 
the President inspired the confidence of even 
the advanced Republicans. 

The long conference which M. Casimir- 
Perier had with M. Chaliemel-Lacour, Presi- 
dent of the Senate, is nowexplained. He had 
already resolved to nesign. M. Challemel- 
Lacour employed his utmost eloquence in a 
vain endeavor to persuade the President to 
reconsider his decision, and quitted the Palace 
of the Elysée undera sense of deep distress. 
All the members of the Cabinet, from Prime 
Minister Dupuy down, followed Chailemel- 
Lacour and exhausted every argument to in- 
duce Casimir-Perier not to resign. 

Perier Is Immovable. 


Their efforts were without success. Dupuy 
again visited the Palace of the Elysée later in 
the evening and was cl :seted with the President 
for forty-tive minutes, urging every possible 
inducement and appealing to every patriotic 
sentiment in order to get him to recall his 
determination. 

All was without avail. After him came M. 
Spuller, whose eloquence, it wili be romem- 
bered. overcame on a former occasion M. 
Casimir-Perier's scruples to accepting the 
position of Prime Minister. All that the 
President would concede to these appeals was 
to delay the publication of his intentions until 
tonight. As Dupuy and Spuller were leaving 
the Palace of the Elysée together they met in 
the corridors the President's mother, who is 
80 years old, They begged her to 
entreat her son to remain in 
fice and she promised that she 
would do her utmost. It is said the interview 
between mother and son was very affecting. 
Nevertheless, at 9 o’clock Casimir-Perier sent 
a short letter to Dupuy informing him that 
his decision was irrevocable, and begging him 
to notify the Presidents of the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies, and to announce the 
fact to the Journal Officiel. Dupuy accepted 
tne task thus imposed upon him, and, as on 
the occasion of the death of M. Carnot, finds 
himself again confronted with the transmis- 
sions of powers inyolving difficulties of every 
description, arising from the unexpected 
position of affairs. 

Dupuy Is Cool, 


He seemed to be completely overwhelmed 
with the sense of his responsibilities, but 
speedily recovered, and with the energy, cool- 
ness, and foresight that he displayed on the 
occasion of the assassination of Carnot, pro- 
ceeded to take the measures which the situa- 
tion demanded. 

After interviews of the Prefect of the Seine 
and the Prefect of Police with M. Casimir. 
Perier they received from Dupuy instruc. 
tions to be followed during the crisis. Fol- 
owing is the text of the artieles of the Con- 
stitution relating to the change in the Presi- 
dency: 

Art. I— The President of the republic is 
elected by an absolute majority of the suffrages 
of the Senate and Chamber of Deputies met in 
national assembly. He is appomted for seven 
years and is eligible for resloction. 

Art. 7-—In case of a vacation of the office 
through death orany other cause the National 
Assembly shall proceed forthwith to elect a 
President. In the interval the Council of Minis- 
tars is invested with executive power. The Na- 
tional Assembly being merely an electoral college 
all discussion therein is prohibited. 

The report of the resignation of the Presi. 
dent became generally known at 11 o'clock, 
but was universally discredited, and a general 
movement was made towards the newspaper 
offices with a view to learning the truth. 
Very soon the papers exhibited lantern trans- 
parencies of the official note. Even then 
many persons refused to believe that the 
event was positive. Finally they became 
convinced that the President had really re- 
tired, and assembled in groups discussing the 
chances of those who would be named to suc- 
ceed him. 

. Sepate and Chamber to Meet. 

The Senate and Chamber of Deputies have 
been summoned :o meet this afternoon to re- 
ceive government communications. M. Dupuy 

e message in the 


Chamber and M. Guerin will read it in the 
Senate. 

It is betieved the National Assembly will 
meet Thursday. Those best informed as to 
the political cituation believe that Casimir- 
Perier will de * a large majority. 
It is expected steps will be taken to bring 
about thie result. If they tall it is probable 
the government parties will choose Dupuy as 

their ate. The ane. 4 of Waldeck 
Rossenu, Challemel-Lacour, and Spuller are 
also mentioned in connection with the office. 

The Socialist group in the Chamber of 
Deputies has issued a manifesto saying it does 
not believe that Casimir-Perier will present 
himself for reélection. The manifesto adds: 

He is gone forever, vanquished by socialism. 
He failed in the combat to obtain the victory ex- 
pected of him by the reactionaries, on account of 
his weakness of character: It is a victory forthe 
Socialist party. Wishing.to struggle against us, 
he found only rotton instruments. He perished 
through the corruption of che régimé of which he 
was the chief. He was defeated by the intrigues 
of his President of the Council. 

The manifesto finds his flight shameful and 

says: 
* the dishonor of his flight the capitalist class 
will perish. The downfall of Casimir-Perier is 
the downfall of capitalism and réaction. Let us 
remain united as the supreme crisis approaches 
and desert not our post of combat. 


BRISSON MAY SUCCEED I. PERIER. 


Inside History of the Causes Leading to 
the President's Act, 


Loxbox, Jan. 15.—A special to the Daily j 


News from Paria, which will be published to- 
morrow morning, says: 

In the sketch tonight of his coming message to 
the Chamber of Deputies M. Casimir-Perier de- 
clares that he had the single-minded wish to be 
not a man of party, but of all France, to defend 
order by all constitutional means, and to seek 
inspiration in the example of the lamented Car- 
not, but to his deep sorrow he found he pleased 
no party and was attacked on every side. The 
attacks varied in form, but all showed personal 
ill-will. 

The ministry will meet 2 the morning and 
consult with M. Casimir-Perier on the changes 
that. they may deem desirable and to take steps 
to secure order, which does not seew threatened. 
The chief candidate for the Presidency is Bris- 
son. Congress may desire to resiect M. Casimir- 
Perier, but as he is siek of the Presidency he will 
in all probability refuse to put himself forward. 

Otte Bourse some surprising election may occur, 
but it seems that Brisson’s chances are strong, 
there being such a general conviction that a man 
of unblemished integrity and exemplary home 
life is more needed than ever. Waldeck-Rosseau 
is spoken of, but he has against him the fact that 
he whs an important member of the Cabinet of 
1888, which hurried through the railway con- 
cessions for which Raynal's impeachment is de- 
manded, I have just heard that Dupuy wants 
Challemel-Lacour to be a candidate. He, how- 
ever, dislikes the idea. 

The finding of the Couneil of State, debate in 
the chamber, and the furious attacks against 
Raynal, ending in the appointment of a com- 
mittee of inquiry with a view to criminal prose- 
cution, were considered by the President as re- 
flecting upon himself. For some time he has 
been disgusted on account of the incessant at- 
tacks on his person and family. The Socialist 
papers have made the name “Casimir-d'Anzin” 
a by-word, the nickname being an allusion to 
his position as the millionaire Chairman of the 
vastly wealthy Anzin company. Numbers of 
French workmen have been brought to think that 
M. Castmir-Perior was a “ sweater.” 


AMBASSADOR PATENOTRE IS SURPRISED. 


President Casimir-Perier’s Resignation Is 
a Shock to Him, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 15.—Diplomatic 
circles here were astonished tonight by the 
news of the resignation of President Casimir- 
Perier of France. Se unexpected was the an- 


of the Foreig 
tees of the House and Senate had any intima- 
tion of such a thing or any reason to ex- 
pect it. 

Ambassador Patenotre of France said } he 
had received no news on the subject, but that 
this was not surprising, as the Associated 
Press dispatches usually come sooner than 
his advices. “The resignation must have 
been on account of the failure of the Presi- 
dent to form a ministry, he said, but it is 
entirely unprecedented that a President 
should resign for such acause. In France 
the President is a sort of constitutional King. 
He is not supposed to have any special 
policy, hie Ministers being expected to 
govern. . If the ministry finds itself op- 
pos@i to either of the Chambers on 
any, point. no matter how trivial, it will re- 
sign, but this does not affect the President. I 
do not know what will be done, the condition 
is so new. The Chambers elected the Presi- 
dent and they must meet to receive his resig- 
nation and elect his successor. President 
Casimir-Perier was elected by a large major- 
ity and I do not think his popularity has been 
diminished. Ido not believe his resignation 
will be accepted. He might be reélected. 
This would be something like a vote of con- 
fidence and would strengthen him. The whole 
thing is a great surprise and I can hardly 
realize that it is true. 

Representative McCreary, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Relations, said 
he had been watching French politics closely, 
but had no reason to expect any such Secur 
rence. * Two ministries have resigned in 
France recently, he said, but that is no 
reason fora President to do so, They resign 
very easily over there, France has averaged 
one ministry for every year since it has been 
a republic.”’ 

Secretary Gresham said: The depart- 
ment is without any news on the subject, and 
it is an entire surprise to me. 


WAR SPIES HAVE NO RIGHTS AT ALL. 


Secretary Gresham's Correspondence in 
the Case of the Japs. 

Wasarnetror, D. C., Jan. 15.—The Presi- 

dent today sent to the Senate the correspond- 


ence in the case of the Japanese spies, togeth- - 


er with a letter from the Secretary of State 
in which it is stated that the American Con- 
suls had no authority to protect Japanese in 
China, except so far as using their good offices 
when occasion demanded. It was clearly 
stated to Minister Denby by Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Mutsu that during the progress of 
the war Chinese subjects in Japan would bein 
the direct jurisdiction of Japanese courts and 
military authorities, and that treaty provis- 
ions to the contrary were necessarily abro- 
gated by the war situation. This, of course, 
carried with it the status of Japanese subjects 
in China. The latter further says there is 
scarcely any doubt that the supposed students 
were spies. The Secretary, in his letter, first 
quotes the Senate resolution requesting the 
President, if not incompatible with the pub- 
lic interest, to mit to the Senate all cor- 
respondénce or other papers relating to the 
delivery by the United States Consul at 
Shanghai of two Japanese citizens to the Chi- 
nese authorities and their subsequent death by

JOLIET PRISON COMMISSIONERS REPORT. 


They Ask More Money to Carry on Con- 
vict Labor Competing with Free. 
Sprine@rieLp, III., Jan. 15.—In submitting 
their biennial report to the Governor the Com- 
missioners of the Llinois State Penitentiary 
at Joliet admit. that they entered upon the 
task of changmg the method of employment 
of the convicts from the contract system to the 
State account system with great apprehension 
of the result. They ascertained that 
the former attempt to operate the 
prison.on the State account system during 
the period from 1867 to 1871 resulted in a 
net loss in four years of $544,669. Great 
expense was occasione’, the Commissioners 
say, by the introduction of each of the new 
industries. This was dué not only to the loss 
of time and labor and funds expended, but 
also to the fact that the goods turned out were 
inferior in quality at first on account of the 
inexperience of the men and consequently 
were sold much below the market price, 
At the time of the preparation of the report 
the commission had introduced the manu- 
facture of brooms, stone cutting, machine 
shop work, harness and collar making, hosierys 
manufacture, the manufacture of oak chairs, 
cigar making, cane seating. They were 
about ready to begin making riding saddles 
and the operation of the cooperage aepart- 
ment. Wherever practicable the entire prod- 
uct has been sold to one buyer, even though 
at a reduced price, and when this has not been 
practicable the goods have been placed on 


the market. Few goods have been sold in

gress to introduce and work for the most ef. 
fectual remedial legislation in regard to the 
removal of the sugar duty and the reéstab- 
lishment of trade in cattle with forefgn coun- 
tries. He advocates a constitutional con- 
vention. The great work in removing intem- 
perance, he says, must be through the churches, 
schools, and other elevating helps. The law 
having been enacted and provisions for its 
enforcement having been adopted it is the 
duty of State officers to see the law ts carried 
out. The laws relating to insurance corpora- 
tions and insurance business in the State 
ought to be carefully revised ot amended. He 
advises the Legislature to consider the whole 
question of fraternal insurance, so called, as 
well as accidental insurance, 
maintains that organizations and societies 
having rituals, signs, and pass words, similar 
to secret societies, ought not to be allowed to 
transact business in the State, but if they are 
they should be made subject to the control of 
the insurance department. The Western 
settlers, the Governof says, ought to be as- 
sisted in their efforts to develop that part of the 
State in the way of irrigation.

he left Chicago. This statement, which re- 
lates to the employment of additional help, is 
as follows: yin 
The Hon. Washington Hesing, Postmaster, Chi- 
cago, 111.—Sir: In compliance with your instruc- 
tions 1 beg to submit the following as being nec- 
essary to give us better service. more expeditious 
handling of the mail, and the additional force 
necessary in this division for the ensuing year 
beginning July 1, 1895: There should be pro- 
vided mechanical carriers to traasfer the mail 
received at the drop windows to the canceling 
machines. As you are aware, the public de- 
posits the mail both for city and ints 
outside on the west. side of the build- 
; the, machines and separating cases 
are on the east side of the building, the 
canceling machines are distant from tne drop 
windows more than 100 feet. This mail is re- 
ceived at the drop window, deposited in a box 
with wheels under it, and this must then be run 
to where the machines are and again unloaded. 
Valuable time is lost, (1) in loading the mail 
into boxes, (2) in carting it such a distance, and. 
(3) in unloadmg the boxes; as the mail is faced 
up it must be lifted ont, otherwise§ the labor of 
— 2 mail up again would make greater de- 
lay." The work in division is greatly re- 
tarded during cold weather because of the lack 
of heat and the exposed condition of the work- 
room, doors opening from the platform on the 
south side of the building into the work-room 
must of necessity be large to admit of trucking 
mail and out. Torough these doors 
wind sweeps. benumbs the 
: distributors, and _ distracts 
their attention from the work in hand by reason 
of their discomfort and cold. Many employés 
are forced to be absent on accogut of colds con- 
tracted inthe building, others “because of bad 
ventilation causing malarial fevers and impure 
blood, resulting in boils and carbuncies. Em- 
ployés engaged in receiving and dispatching mails 
on the piatferm, Jackson street front, have but 
little more protection than if they worked in the 
street. I have before me a report by Mr. Rey- 
nolds, in charge of the dispatchers. which shows 
that on the morning of the IIth wagons left the 
office from two to eight minutes late, caused by 
a lack of doors from which to dispatch the mails 
and at the same time care for incoming mails. 
He also reports that on the same morning several 
wagons were delayed in discharging their loads 
because they had to wait for wagons carrying

These last named 
clerks are made necessary because of the removal 
of the inquiry division to the other end of the 
building, as the presence of these clerks is re- 

uired night and day to prevent mail from being 
—. which would inevitably follow if the 
mail was sent to the inquiry division. With this 
addition to the force we will be able, so far as 
clericai forces is concerned, to handle ali the mail 
we are likely to receive in shape. We 
should have five additional ton canceling 
machines, and with this number we will have 
machines enough to rapidly cancel all mail re- 
ceived and enable us to assign another one of the 
fast machines exclusively to back stamping mails 
for delivery in Chicago. I would also recom- 
mend I be allowed a telephone at my 
home that siteuld connect us with the central 
office and believe it would be worth to the 
department all it would cost. You will remem- 
ber that early in December the lights were all 
out in the mailing division by reason of repair- 
ing the machinery, word was not received by 
me of this condition of affairs until 6:30 p. m. 
It was so dark in the working room that clerks 
were obliged to take the lamps from the bicycles 
and by the aid of newspapers twisted into the 
form of a torch managed to distribute such mail 
as was received after twilight, when electric 
lights were turned on at about 6:45 p. m.

Wasutnerox, D. C., Jan. 15.—In the House 
today on motion of Mr. Whiting (Dem., Mich.)

It is expected the detach- 
ment of men will arrive at San Francisco 
about Feb. 20, and the vessel will go into 
commission immediately thereafter. It will 
be the flagship.of the Pacific station, and it is 
the intention of the Navy Department to start 
it on a good cruise within two weeks after it 
goes into commission. 0 


JONES’ CURRENCY BILL I8 DISCUSSED. 


Greater Interest in Financial Legislation 
Evluced by Republichna. 

Wasnuineaton, D. C., Jan. 15.—The Jones 
bill was the subject of discussion by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance today, notwith- 
standing it has not yet been introduced in the 
Senate or the preparation of it even com- 
pleted. 

lt is understood the Republican members of 
the committee manifested a somewhat 
stronger interest in the question of reorgani- 
zation of the finances, and this interest was 
displayed among others by Senator Sherman, 


who made certain suggestions for che im- 


provement of the bill, bearing espe- 
cially upon the portion provid- 
ing for a bond issue and looking to the main- 
tenance of the parity of the government's 
various Kinds of currency. Democratic 
members were encouraged to an extent by 
the interest displayed by their political oppo- 
nents. 

The conference of Democratic members of 
the Banking and Currency committee today 
was not productive of definite results and will 
be continued. Eight of the sleven Demo- 
cratic members attended, the absentees being 
Culberson, Johnson (Ohio), and Sperry. 


RAILWAY LAND GRANTS ARE ADJUSTED. 


Approvals Are Made by Secretary Smith 
in the South and West. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 15.—The adjust- 
ment of the grant made by the act of June 3, 
1856, to aid in the construction of the South 
and North Alabama railroad has been ap- 
proved by Secretary Smith. More than 100, 
000 acres are still due on account of the 
grant, and the adjustment shows that 635 
acres have been erroneously certified. So far 
2.807 acres have been selected by the eom- 
pany.“ 

The Secretary of the Interior has approved 
clear lists of lands aggregating 54,698 acres, 
selected on account of grants made to 
State of Washington, in the Seattle and Wat- 
erville land districts for building purposes for 
public buildings. 

Secretary Smith has directed that action be 
suspended on the selections made by the 
Southern Pacific railroad of lands within the 
common identity limits for the grants for 
that road and for the Atlantic and Pacific 
road pending decision on a suit recently 
brought to determine the right of the South- 
ern Pacific to such lands. 


ARGENTINA LIKES THE UNITED STATES, 


Favors Are Shown Its Products in the Tar- 
iff Law Just Enacted. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 15.—The Minister 
of the United Sfates in the Argeutine Repub- 
lic, William I. Buchanan, reports under date 
of Jan. 10 that the new tariff bill nas passed 
the Argentine Congress. Owing to the friend. 
ly spirit of the Argentine Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and the Tariff Commission consider- 
able reduction in favor of products of the 
United States have been made in the new 
tariff. The principal of these affect yellow 
or pitch pine lumber, on which about $250,. 
000 in duty a year has been removed; 
enough, it is said, to secure us a greatly in- 
creased demand. Crude petroleum, it is be- 
lieved, is on the free list, and the duty on 
farm wagons is reduced from 60 to 10 per 
cent. On canned fruits and vegetables a re. 
duction is made from the former rate of 30 
per cent to 15 per cent. .

SOANT SUNSHINE FOR THE RAILWAY 
POOLING MEASURE, - 


Its Friends Alarmed st the Dasgers That 
Threaten the Bill—Col. Morrison Urges 
Amentiments That Trouble the Man- 
egers=Pressure of Other Legislation 
May Finally Stifle the Scheme—Items in 
the Sundry Civil Bill Affecting Western 
PointePotters Want a Higher Tariff. 


Wasnaineron, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.]— 
Much to the surprise of the railroad men who 
are the authors and sponsors of the pooling 
bill that measure is having a hard time of it 
in the Senate and the chances of its getting 
through that body are far from flattering. 
When the bill passed the House its friends 
predicted it would go through the Senate 
without a hitch and without so much as a sug- 
gestion of an amendment by over two-thirds 
majority. Asa matter of fact it is still hung 
up in committee and the railroad men now 
here are becoming alarmed over the prospect, 
An adjourned meeting of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Inter-State Commerce was held this 
morning for the express purpose of consider- 
ing the pooling bill and was particular to listen 
to the objections made to it by Col. Morrison, 
Chairmaz of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. He went over practically the same 
ground as was indicated in his letter dent to 
the committee last week. He urged in ¢he 
strongest manner the amendment of the bill 
so as to give the commission some discretion 
in deciding whether or not pooling contracts 
submitted to them were for the interest of 
the public. Before he had gotten through his 
explanation the members of the committee 
freely admitted that under the bill as it came 
from the House the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission would be obliged to approve 
every pooling contract submitted which was 
not on its facea violation of the law, The 
commission was given no discretion to exam- 
ine into the condition of the roads or théir 
liability to carry out the contract honestly, 
but, on the other hand, is limited by law to 
a scrutiny of the written document itself. 
Col, Morrison urged the Senate committee to 
amen d the bill in this particular, and give 
the commission authority to go behind the 
returns, so to speak, and in that way to se- 
cure evidence which would satisfy a court 
that its decision was justified by the fact. 
Senator Chandler, one of the Republican 
members of the committee, has prepared sev- 
eral amendments which he proposes to offer, 
and with those suggested ‘by Col. Morrison 
will be sufficient to keep the committee busy. 

* 


* * 

The majority members of the cor mittee 
are most of them in favor of reporting the 
pooling bill without amendment, as the rail- 
road men who have been engaged in the work 
of seeing Senators for the last two or three 
weeks have laid particular stress on the fast 
that if the House bill is amended at all it will 
be in danger of defeat. So many proposi- 
tions were made in the committee that it was 
found impossible to take a vote today, and 
another meeting will be held next Tuesday, at 
which time the various amendments will be 
formulated, and it is quite possible a vote 
will be taken. It will take some little time 
after that for the pooling bill to be reported 
to the Senate, so that only about six weeks 
of the present session will remain. All the 
appropriation bills are still to be consid- 
ered, ahd in addition to them, under the 
instructions of the Democratic caucus, the 
Nicaragua Canal bill, the bankruptcy meas- 
ure, the proposition to admit Arizona and 
New Mexico, and the reform of the currency 
are to have the right of way. If this program 
is adhered to the pooling bill is as dead as the 
proverbial door nail, for it cannot possibly 
be taken up without displacing some of these 
other subjects which have the high sanction 
of a caucus instruction. The raiiroad lobby 
working for the pooling bill has become full 
alive to the danger to its pet measure and w 
make a strenuous effort to have it taken up 
out of the regular order. There is a feeling 
in the Senate in spite of the efforts of the lob- 
by that the pooling bill will not get through 
after all. The leaders on the m- 
ocratic side are absolutely crazy on 
the subject of currency reform, and if any 
kind of opposition develops to the pooling 
bill they will assist in. sidetrack it for fear 
it may delay action in relieving tite Treasury. 
Thus far practically nothing has been done in 
the Senate except by unanimous consent, and 
when two such important measures as the 
Nicaragua Canal bill and the urgeney defi- 
ciency bill, carrying the appropriation for the 
collegtion of the income tax, have been held 
up so persistently, it is doubtful if even — 
power of a strong railroad lobby, exer 
upon Senators who are, to a large extent, the 
creatures of the railroad companies, will be 
sufficient to get the pooling bill off the calen- 
dar and in a condition to be cofisidered at the 
present session,

been conducted. Few members had looked 
into the charges preferred b: the Central 
Labor Union of. Cleveland, the accuser of 
Judge Ricks, while sitting on the bench 
he paid himself fees which he claimed he had 
previously earned as clerk of the court and to 
which, it is now asserted, he was not entitled. 
The number of years which have elapsed since 
the tratjsaction and the contention of the 
Judge’s friends that the ings were in- 
spired by a ruling prejudicial to the interests 
of labor unions which m recently 
tended to lessen the interest which ordinarily 
would have been taken in the cas 2.

Wasutneron, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.]— 
It will be good news to the West 
ern live stock interests to learn 
that at its meeting today the 
Weys and Means committee of the House de- 
cided tu report favorably the bill, submitted 
by Chairman Wilson, providing for repeal of 
the discriminating duty of one-tenth of a 
cent per pound on all sugar imported 
from bounty-giving countries, Mr. Wilson 
says he will report the bill to the House with- 
ina very short time, and push it vigor- 
ously im response to special request from 
Secretary Gresham, and for the sole purpose 
of puttinga stop to the unjust retaliation 
by Germany and other European nations 
against the American meat trade. There was 
no vote taken in the committee, and the only 
opposition or even discussion came trom the 
Republicans, who were determined to make 
dear the fact that good lawyers in this 
country do not concede the discriminating 
duty was any violation of the favored-nati#n 
cause of our treaty with Germany or any 
other nation. Ex-Speaker Reed took the 
lead ir denouncing Secretary Gresham for 
havuig given away the cause of the United 
States in advance, and an even more serious 
charge was made to the effect that President 
Cleveland’s administration had actually sug- 
gested to the German Government tne proprie- 
ty of protesting against this discriminating 
duty, and that assurances were given to 
Germany before it entered upon its 
policy of retaliation that it would have the 
pupport of the administration. In other 
words, it was very tree charged that 
this whole attack on American meat actually 
grew out of President C.eveiand’s ridiculous 
friendship for foreign nations and that 
Germany would never have dared to bar out 
American meat had it not been assured the 
action wouid be tamely submitted to by 
the United States. There is no doubt of 
the fact that the President and Secre- 
tary Gresham, if tney did not actually 
nete German retaliation, at least made n> 
17 against it, and admitted that the 
Jnited States was in the wrong without hav- 
ing given the matter more than the most 
cursory examination. 


Republicans Will Not Fight It. 


The Republicans in the House, it is believed, 
if one can judge from the upinions expressed 
confidentially by several members of the 


Ways and Means committee, will not fight 


the bili to repeal the discriminating duty, 
for they feel that in spite of the curious 
foreign policy of Pres:dent Cleveland, the cat- 
tle raisers of the West should not be made 
to suffer. They will, therefore, in all 
probability, content themselves with exposing 
the attitude of the administration and get 
into the record the admitted fact 
that the live stock interests of the country 
have been crippled, tirst, by the action of 
the Democratic Congress, and then more 
insidiously and possibiy more shamefully by 
the action of a Democratic administration. 
If Mr. Wilson pusbes the repeal bill, 
as he today declared he would do, it will un- 
doubtedly pass the House, In the Senate 
there is a divided feeling in the matter. 
The Louisiana Democrats will oppose it bit- 
terly and may succeed in staving off action 
entirely. The Nebraska and Dakota Senators 
would be inclined to oppese it in the interest 
of the beet sugar growers were it not for 
the fact that their cattle growmg 
interests are also at stake and are in- 
finitely more important than the com- 
paratively new industry of beet sugar 
production. Some of the Eastern Republicaa 
Senators are opposed to the repeai of the 
discriminating duty because they consider it 
a humiliating surrender to a combina- 
nation of European nations against the 
United States. They say no assurances have 
yet been received that the obnoxious reg- 
ulacions against American meat will be 
abandoned 
repeaicd. Thus far the German Minister has 
diplomaticatly declared that American 
meats were barred ont because they were 
diseased, The question is now whether he 
will be able to admit that he was diplo- 
matically lying and that the American 
meats which were unfit for consumption 
while the discriminating duty existed sud- 
denly became healthy as soon as it waa re- 
pealed. 
Senators Want Assurances, 

These Senators declare they will not vote 
for the repealing bill in any circumstances 
until positive assurances are received from 
Germany that the embargo on American 
meats will be raised as soon ae our tariff is 
made satisfactory in this respect, and they 
may carry their opposition so far as to de- 
cline to surrender anything whatever unless 
Germany shall remove the embargo first and 
trust the United States to remove the dis- 
criminating duty. 

It has been suggested in this connection 
that the bill may be passed with a clause giv- 
ing the President discretion to remove the 


discriminating duty when the embargo is 


raised and not until then. The Senators re- 
ferred to go still further and say that if the 
United States should yield in this vartieu- 
lar matter, there is 1 to prevent the 
European nations from combining together 
again and foreing the United States to modi y 
its tariff laws to suit its commercial and 
political rivals. On the other hand 
the Western Senators are, as a rule, fully 
alive to the immensity of the interests atstake 
and to the fact that our export trade 
of provisions is seriously threatened. They 
see that the discriminatmyg duty in any 
event is a small affair and not 
worth fighting over, and they will endeavor to 
have it repealed on the tacit understand- 
ing received from Secretary Gresham that 
when this is done the ideas of European sei- 
entists on the condition of American meat 
will undergo a certain and satisfactory 
change. 

No action was taken by the committee on 
the bill to increase the tax on beer, as the 
subcommittee having it in charge had not 
met.

If the Brooklyn strikers are wise 
they will avoid any cohflict with either the 
State or the Federal authorities, steer clear of 
labor demagogues, and quit all violent mani- 
festations. 
THE GOVERNMENT MUST HAVE MORE 

REVENUE. 

Business- men, whether Republicans or 
Democrats, will not pay much attention to 
what Senator Gorman had to say in the 
speech made by him day before yesterday 
against Senator Hill or in defense of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. They will be far 
more interested in what he has to say about 
the imperative need of more revenue 
and they will ask if there is not sufficient 
patriotism and intelligence at Washington to 
-provide the legislation which is demanded. 

One object of Senator Gorinaa’s speech 
was to defend his course regarding the Wilson 
bill, which he and a few other Democratic 
Senators held up” last summer to secure 
some modifications for the benefit of the 
sugar trust and seme other industries. But 
he was correct when he said that that bill 
„had overlooked the greatest essential of 
legislation—to raise sufficient revenue to 
carry on the government.“ He was correct 
when he said the Senate had added sixty mill- 
ions, to the revenue under that bill. But he 
did not state that of that potential increase of 
sixty millions forty is to come from sugar, 
and that if he had had his way the sugar duty 
would not have gone into force until the first 
of this year, thus giving the trust an op- 
portunity to supply if-elf with sugar enough 
| duty free to meet the demands of the country 
for this whole year. 

So Senator Gorman was not honest in his 
speech. But he did not overstep the truth 
when he declared that the Treasury was on the 
verge of bankruptcy, or when he stated that 
the great object of the two bond sales was to 
relieve the present necessities of the Treas- 
ury. He was correct also in his statement 
that the expenses of the government cannot 
be reduced materially and that the difficulties 
which confront the government now cannot 
be dealt with by economizing. . There must 
be more revenue. 

The Senator from Maryland. appealed to 
his Democratic colleagues to do something. 
He assured them that they could not afford 
to trifle with the situation, buf must main- 
tain the honor and integrity of the govern- 
ment. But hedid not say what he would 
like todo. And when Republican Senators 
called on him to state his remedy his reply 
was that Republicans and Democrats should 
ink party differences and meet the emer- 
gency,” which is a trifle vague. 

Senator Allison was more practical, He 
said there were bills before the Senate to re- 
duce further the duties on coal and iron ore 
and lessen a revenue already too small. 
What should be done was to take those bills 
and amend them so that the customs duties 
might be increased fifty millions. He ex- 
pressed his natural astonishment that the 
President had not called the attention of 
Congress to the fact that there was 4 great 
deficit and that the revenues must be in- 
creased. And the Senator appealed to the 
President and the Democrats in Congress to 
meet the emergency now instead of waiting 
till December. 

Republican and Democratic Senators agree 
that there is not sufficient revenue. There 
ought to be time enough between now and 
the 4th of March to legislate on this subject, 
but it is very hard to devise some measure 
which will receive the vote of a majority in 
both Houses. If the Senate were to amend 
the tariff bills it has before it by raising the 
duties on imports the House would refuse 
flatly to consider them. There is oniy one 
project on which Republicans and Democrats 
can unite with little difficulty, and that is the 
raising of the beer tax. If the Demoerats 
really cared to deal with the unplegeant 
emeryency that confronts the Treasury they 
would pass a bill to double that tax and send 
it to the Senate. 

But they are so 8 that it is possi- 
ble they will do nothing, preferring to throw 
the responsibility ona Republican Congress. 
If so that Congress should be called together 
in March and proceed to provide the neces- 
sary revenue. At present, as Senator Gorman 
says, the national debt is being increased in 
time of peace to pay the current expenses of 
the government.’’ That is intolerable. If 
this Congress cannot put.an end to it the 
next one must pass laws which will. If the 
President refuses to sign them he must bear 
the responsibility. 


THE HAWAIIAN CABLE PROJECT, 
The advocates of President Cleveland's 
English pöliey in the matter of cable eom- 
munication with Hawaii have contended all 
along that his position is tenable because the 
provisional government is in favor of the 
project, and hence, as the party most inter- 
ested, has no fears that the cession of Necker 
Island would be the first step towards the ab- 
sorption of the Hawaiian Islands by Great 
Britain. Now, however, it appears that the 
provisional government is not in favor of ced- 
ing a station at Necker Island to Great Brit- 
ain. It has not asked this government to 
consent to the cession. It wants cable com- 
tion with the continent, but it wants 
the United States Government to have control 
and it wants a terminus of the cable in this 
country. This statement of the situation 
knocks over the argument set up by the Pres- 
ident’s friends.

When in 1878 an English ents was 
proposed Congress at once directed the Naval 
Department to surveyacable route, This 
survey was made, but the unfavorable report 
caused the matter to be dropped until 1887, 
when English activity again induced Con- 
gress to discuss the question of a survey. The 
Senate passed @ generous appropriation, but 
the House failed to concur, though it made 
an appropriation to continue surveys. These 
surveys were made, with the result of showing 
that the obstacles fourid in the first surveys 
could be avoided, and that there would be no 
difficulty in laying the cable. It was then 
that President Cleveland earnestly urged it. 
President Harrison did the same. It was 
shown that thé total cost would not be over 
$3,000,000. Now in the face of the facts 
comes President Cleveland with the recom- 
mendation that the British Government be 
granted permission to lay the cable, which 
of course would vest its control in English 
hands, Congress, however, may be trusted 
to defeat this new scheme in favor of Great 
Britain, as it defeated the conspiracy to over- 
throw the provisional government and restore 
the rotten monarchy. It will not allow Great 
Britain to obtain a fonthold upon the islands, 
however much the President may desire it, 
If any cable is laid to Hawaiiit must be an 
American cable under American control, It 
is ulready intimated that as the outcome of 
this shameful business a bill will be intro- 
duéed in Congress providing for the laying of 
a cable between’ Monterey and Honolulu—a 
bill which would be in line with the policy of 
Congress during the last twenty years. 


VEST’S CURRENCY BILL CRITICISED. 

The St. Louis Republie picks in pieces the 
currency bill of Senator Vest and does it 
in a trenchant way which must be anything 
but soothing to the Senator from Missouri.” 
It makes the followimg points: Promises to 
pay are not the money which the poor man 
has a right to iasiston when his wages are 
due, and never since the time of Andrew 
Jackson has it been supposed that the Demo- 
cratic party advocated any legal tender ex- 
cept gold and silver coin. Legal tender prom- 
ises on paper may do asa war measure ina 
great emergency, but at any other time they 
constitute a bad precedent and an example of 
pure tyranny. It makes no real difference 
whether the paper evidence of debt is issued by 
individuals, corporations, or by the General 
Government. The provision of the Vest bill 
that notes shall be redeemed in silver when 
the gold reserve falls below 100 millions 
would throw the country upon a mono- 
metallic silver standard. The instant sucha 
law was passed the withdrawal of foreign 
capital would be more rapid. The presenta- 
tion of notes for gold soon would reduce the 
reserve to below 100 millions even if it has 
twice that amount to start with. The coun- 
try then would be on a silver basis, the new 
notes representing less than half the value 
represented by now existing notes. After the 
passage of the Vest bill not a single financier 
or business-man in the United States would 
act on any other theory than that the United 
States had adopted a monometallic silver 
standard and had enforced it with a legal 
tender law. 

The authorizing of a government to forces 
upon a people legal-tender notes at the dis- 
cretion of an official to cover any deficiency 
that might arise is radically wrong in princi- 
ple. Itiselso highly objectionable, because 
it would foster the policy of running upa debt 
instead of honestly meeting the expenses of 
the government. Appropriations would 
swell, revenues be reduced, and the issue of 
notes be increased to meet deficits. The 
nation would witness a colossal example of 
dishonesty in finance, and if the American 
character were weak enough to be corrupted 
by such an example we should see similar 
corrupt methods in business. To crown the 
work of queer dealing with government ob- 
ligations the bill proposesa cold swindle of 
national banks, and in three ways. First, 
the bonds are to be sold instead of being re- 
turned to their owners. Second, an immense 
volume of them is to be suddenly thrown on 
the market, with the inevitable effect of de- 
pressing the price. Third, the difference is to 
be paid in notes under a silver standard, 
though the owners of the bonds paid for them 
under a gold standard, and most of the banks 
paid a big premium for them at that. As the 
Treasury would be unable to pay for bonds 
in anything but silver the national banks 
** would be beautifully left by this nonchalant 
revolution in the currency.” 

The Republic expresses the hope that when 
the Government of the United States decides 
to pay its demand notes and bonds in silver at 
a ratio of 16 to 1 it will be bold enough to 
pass a resolution to effect which will be 
so plain that it will not need interpretation. 
But even then it should not introduce war 
tyranny into peaceful times by making its 
own debt paper a legal tender and denying 
to the people the use of small currency in 
convenient forms. It says truly that the Vest 
bill * has not an ounce of merit to a ton of 
defects.“ and every honest man will echo the 
sentiment, 


NEW ENGLAND MILL MEN MOVING 
SOUTH, 

Last year a cotton manufacturing concern 
which carries on business at Chicopee, Mass., 
was authorized by the Legislature of that 
State to conduct in any part of the United 
States the business for which it was incor- 
porated. It has decided to establish a mill in 
Georgia. A few weeks ago two of the largest 
Lowell corporations made a similar applica- 
tion to the Legislature for a similar purpose. 
They intend to start mills in the South, but 
have not decided just where they will settle. 
This week a bill has been introduced in the 
New Hampshire Legislature to authorize two 
of the cotton mills of Nashua to increase 
their capital and to build mills in any State 
| in the Union. They also want to go South, 

There is one great and sufficient reason for 
this exodus of New England capital and en- 
ergy. It is that the manufacturing of all 
grades of cotton goods except those which 
call for highiy trained labor and special skill 
can be carried on more cheaply in the cotton 
States than in New England. The raw cot- 
ton has so fallen in price that tne cost of 
transportation from the plantation to the mill 
forms a much greater proportionate part of 
the cost of the product when delivered than 
it used to. Under ordinary circumstances a 
cheap, bulky raw materia! should be worked 
up near the point of production. To carry 
cotton worth 5 cents a pound from Texas to 
Lowell to be worked up into coarse sheeting 
seems rather expensive. 

Water power is more abundant and cheaper 
at the South than in New England. That is 
true of coal also. The only question is as to 
the efficiency of labor. There is no difficulty 
on that score as far as the coarser grades of 
cotton goods are concerned, for they are be- 
ing manufactured in the South profitably and 
in increasing quantities, although mahy of 
the factories have been run by men who have 
not had as thorough a training as those in 
charge of the large New England mills, 

There is no reason why the New England 
cotton manufacturing towns should be dis. 
tressed over this proposed emigration. It is 
not at all probable that the finer manu- 
factures will depart. They require larger 
capital, more skill in designs and methods, 
and more highly-trained labor. The cost of

men can be induced to go South. “ 

One reason assigned by some of the Magsa- 
chusetts mill men for the establishment of 
factories at the South is a desire to get out 
from under some of the laws which have been 
passed by that State for the protection of the 
hands which the manufacturers allege are 
burdersome and unjust. They have noticed 
also that the Southern mills have not been as 


much disturbed by strikes as the Northern 


ones and they hope that will continue to be 
the case. But the great reason is the fact that 
manufacturing can be carried on more cheaply 
at the South and that the most profitable use 
they can make of a large part of their capital 
is to invest it there, , 


RAIBROADS IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

It is reported that all the commercial houses 
in South America, Europe, New Yor, and 
San Fraticisco which are kriown by the 
general name of the Grace companies have 
dissolved partnership associations and been 
reorganized as one corporation with a capital 
of $3,000,000. There are five separate com- 
panies in this corporation, and it is a close 
one. Every stockholder in it, except in a small 
way, is a member either of the family of 
William R. Grace or of his brother Michael, 
who financed the Peruvian loan into the 
Peruvian company, or John W. Grace, and it 
is announced that there is no purpose to go 
upon the market with any of the stock. One 
or other of the five companies practically 
controlled the business and commerce of 
Peru, a large part of which is transacted in 
Chile, and very great financial interests in 
London, New York City, and San Francisco. 
It may be expected that the corporation will 
be even more powerful. In fact, ex-Mayor 
Grace is quoted as saying the organization 
was a matter of convenience and dictated by 
business prudence, as it has been found that 
corporate management is far more satis 
factory, and in some rcspects easier to direct 
than complicated partnership arrangements. 

The New York correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Press says the change bas given rise 
to an idea that it is a movement in the direc. 
tion of extending the Trans-Andene railway 
systems that are controlled by Mr. Grace and 
his associates, About five years ago Michael 
Grace organized a syndicate in London 
which agreed to extinguish the Peruvian 
nationai debt, the total liabilities being some 
250 million dollars, receiving in payment 
therefor franchises for railroad, agricultural, 
mining, and other privileges, representing 
practically all the resources of Peru, Under 
this agreement the Graces determined . to 
complete the railroads which had been begun 
by Meigs. They demonstrated that the 
scheme was feasible, as they carried the line 
from Callao and Lima across the loftiest of 
the Andes; but then had to stop because 
of the general commercial stagnation which 
followed the Barmg fa‘lure. Ten millions 
more were wanted and the English 
capitalists would not furnish it. Now 
it is thought that returning con- 
fidence will permit the work soon to be re- 
sumed, the system to be extended so as to 
reach the Bolivian system on the south and 
the great mines upon the north, besides ex- 
tending to the rich agricultural plains, which 
are of virgin fertility except as they have been 
feebly cultivated by the Indians. The great 
railroad across the Andes is to connect Chile 
with the Argentine, but it will be only a 
branch of the grand continental system reach- 
ing from the Atlantic, with the Argentine 
ports as its southeastern termini, up through 
Bolivia, the plains of Peru, and into the States 
of Ecuador and Colombia. When this work 
is finished it will be, in the opinion of Mr. 
Grace as it was in that of Mr. Blaine, certain 
that the intercontinental railway system will 
be established, a line being built through the 
Central American Isthmus to connect with 
the great South American systems, 

Mr. Blaine always spoke with enthusiasm 
of the future relations between the United 
States and South America. He believed it to 
be inevitable that commercial interests, com- 
pacts by treaty andin other ways, both na- 
tional and individual, would bring the two 
grand divisions of the American continent 
into the most intimate business if not polit- 
ical association. It now looks as if his idea 
is to be carried out in spite of the recent 
Democratic repudiation of his first step to- 
wards such association by trade-reciprocity 
agreements, Itis being worked up to much 
faster than most people in this country have 
any idea of. Railroad building is being pros- 
ecuted in South America at a rapid rate, and 
already that area contains nearly 20.000 
miles of track. It will soon be possible to 
takeacar at the Argentine capital and be 
transported by it over the plains of Upper 
Peru, reaching the Pacific at Mollendo, and 
by and by at Callao. Jay Gould is said to 
have expressed a doubt that an inter-conti- 
nental railroad could be built, as he did not 
think capital could be tempted by any pros- 
pect of possible traffic for it. His judgment 
was correct for the time when Peru was 
prostrate and Meigs’ railway in ruing after 
he had lost the eight millions previously made 
by him upon his Peruvian railroad contracts, 
But South America now is filling up with act- 
ive people from Europe, who are developing 
its interior resources. It is found that railroad 
building there costs vastly less than was 
thought necessary a few years ago, and cap- 
ital is becoming more abundant, therefore 
more easily obtained for use in new enter- 
prises which promise to pay. 


DESTROYING GAMBLING IMPLEMENTS. 

Some detectives broke into a room the 
other night because they had reason to sus- 
pect gambling was being carried on there. In 
the vault in the room they found a faro luy- 
out, a ‘crooked’ faro box, and some other 
gambling implemeats, When the men found 
in the room were brought before a Police 
Justice he discharged them because they had 
not been caught in the act of gambling and 
ordered the return of the faro box, etc., to the 
man who claimed the stuff as his property. 
He applied to Inspector Shea for them and 
met with a refusal. He threatened to replevin 
them and have the Inspector fined for con- 
tempt of court if he did not deliver them. 
The Inspector told him to go ahead and do 
his worst. 

That is the way to talk. No man unless he 
be a reformed gambler on a lecture tour can 
have roulette wheels and faro boxes, especial- 
ly those arranged for swindling, in his pos- 
session for any honest purpose. He has no 
more right to demand their return than a 
man has to demand the return of some coun- 
terfeit coins. The Inspector will be perfectly 
safe if he destroys this stuff and then asks the 
owner what he is going to do about it. 

The worst he can Go is to take the case to 
the Supreme Court, which will decide that 
when such things come into the possession of 
the police it is their duty to destroy them, It 
is high time to havea final settlement of these 
questions which have been coming up for 
years. Time and again Justices have inter- 
vened with replevin writs to protect the im- 
plements of gamblers, They have construed 
the law almost invariably in favor of the 
members of that criminal class. But the 
gamblers never have ventured to carry a case 
to the Supreme Court when the police had 


feel perfectly safe in making miace 
si faro boxes and roulette wheels when 
they find them. 

The Inspector should break up any gam- 
bling implements he may have in his posses- 
sion and teil his men to do likewise whenever 
they find any. As for the Police Justices 
there is this to be said: A new lot will have 
to be picked out this year. If any man is a 
candidate for reappointment who has shown 
by his decisions that he believes the laws are 
made for the purpose of protecting gamblers 
in carrying on their trade drop him torthwith. 


A New Lon paper prints official statistics 
to show that on a million acres of land which 
changed hands last year in sixty-two counties 
of Ohio there was a shrinkage of three million 
dollars as compared with the values of the land 
twelve months before, while the new mortgage 
indebtedness for che year was 65 per cent 
greater than the old debt that was canceled. 
It says that nothing like this was ever known 
before and that what is true of Ohiò is more 
or less true of the agricultural land in the en- 
tire country. It might have added truthfully 
that there has been a corresponding shrink- 
age in the selling value of real estate in the 
cities and of manufacturmg plants and com- 
mercial stocks everywhere in the land. The 
people of the cities have suffered as well as 
those of the rural districts from the miser- 
able change of policy for which the people 
voted in November, 1892, and which two 
years later they did their best to repudiate at 
the polls. They were told by the Democrats 
that if they would declgre for Democratic 
nominees and measures the prices of farm 
products and of wages to the city toilers 
would be increased. They have found this 
was false. It is astonishmg to see a paper 
like the one quoted from insisting that the de- 
cline in farm values is due to protection, 
when its editor must know that the depres- 
sion was caused by the fears that the protec- 
tion policy would be departed from and the 
fact of those fears bemg partially realized,

Spying in War Time. 

Spying in time of war is a purely military of- 
fense not cognizable by civil tribunals. and to 
have held the accused against the demand of the 
Chinese Government. either for trial by our Con- 
sul-General or before a mixed tribunal of foreign 
and Chinese officials, would have been inconsis- 
tent with our assumed attitude of impartial neu- 
trality.

WORK OF RESCUING ENTOMBED MINERS. 


Brave Men Toil Unceasingly to Save Their 
Stricken Comrades, 

Loxpox, Jan. 15.—Throughout the night 
relays of men have worked desperately at the 
Digiake colliery, Audley, North Stafford- 
Shire, where a large number of miners were 
entombed yesterday by a sudden rush of 
waters from the old workings. By 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon 150 of the men and boys 
employed in the mine had been rescued. Of 
those who remained below it was thought 
twenty were in the lower workings when the 


From the time the disaster was signaled the 
sescuers have been doing their utmost to save 
those who may remain alive and to recover 
the bodies of the drowned. The work of res- 
cue, however, has not made much progress, 
and it is now believed there are still between 
ninety and 120 men and boys in the mine. 
The eorrow-stricken wives, daughters, and 
other relatives of the imprisoned miners have 
been gathered around the pit head ever since 
news of the disaster reached them. ‘There 
they have been patiently facing the bitterly 
cold wind since shortly after noon yesterday 
and many of them have teen without food 
since that time. All of them brought dry 
clothes for the men and they stand in groups 
hoping and praying for the safety of those 
dear to them. The water so constantly fluc- 
tuates that the rescuers are well-nigh discour- 
aged. They found the bottom of the shaft 
choked with piles of timber swept there by 
the torrents of water which poured into the 
mine. All of this timber must be removed 
before the entambed men can be reached. 
But the. ceaseless pumping does not seem to 
Materially affect the continuous flood of wa- 
ter. The greatest fear is expressed that the 
Waters will so undermine the galleries that 
there will be a cave-in. The rescuers work 
with difficulty, standing in four feet of water, 
amd only fifteen yards’ progress was made 


during the night.

of the territory of the Hawallan Islands to any 
other power, state, or government. On the 
contrary Mr. Hatch is very particular to say 
that the proposition submitted by the Com- 
missioners ‘* contemplates a scheme in which 
the British Government will be directly or in- 
directly interested.“ 

The correspondence submitted from Minis- 
ter Willis to the President develops the 
astounding fact that the British Commis- 
sioners came to the United States first and 
went to. Hawaii only after receiving assur- 
ances of support from President Ciereland 
and his tary of State. The first step 
taken was a resolution ado by the Domin- 
ion Parliament to theeffect that a cable 
should be laid from Victoria to Australia, but 
that it should only land at points which were 
under British control. Then Mr. Sanford 
Fieming was started for the islands, but took 
in Washington on his way. Heasked Mr. 
Gresham if the United States wouid object to 
the leasing of one of the small islands of this 
group to Canada for the purpose of landing a 
cable, to which Mr, —. replied that un- 
der the treaty no interference with such an 
arrangement could be made. 


Fleming's Work in Hawaii. 


Backed by this assurance from the Govern- 
ment of the United States Mr. Fleming be- 
took himself to the islands in company with 
Mr. Mercer of the British Coloniai Office and 
Mr. Hawes, the British Commissioner. They 
were, of course, received with open arms, for 
they notonly brought assurances of cable 
communication with the main land, but were. 
fortificd with the results of their interviews 
with Secretary Gresham and the assurances 
that the United States would not object to the 
lease to any one of the islands. It is no won- 
der then that the poor little Republic of Ha- 
waii did not re to give a point- 
blank refusal to the cheeky demand of the 
British representatives, but contented itself 
with a meek diplomatic answer that if Barkis, 
which in this case was the United States, was 
willing, the Hawaiian Legislature would 
probably grant the request. The letter from 
Mr. Willis is dated Dec. 3. At that time the 
Government of Great Britain had a warshi 
in the harbor of Honolulu, but the United 
States had not so much as a marine guard on 
the island. The inference is as plain as the 
nose on a man’s face. The British Commis- 
sioners offered cabie communication and they 
backed up this offer with the assur- 
ance that they would have the friendly 
codperation of Secretary Gresham and 
through him of the great American republic. 
In his letter to the British Commissioners, 
dated Oct. 17, Minister Hatch of Hawaii 
states the case in the following very cautious 
manner, which not even the most ardent 
friend of President Cleveland's Hawaiian 
policy will construe into an expression of ap- 
proval of the British cable scheme: In ac- 
knowledging the receipt of your letter of this 
date, inciosing a fair copy of agreement pro- 
posed by you, in the hope that it would prove 
mutually satisfactory, I beg again to express 
my regret that this government by the pro- 
visions of our treaty of reciprocity with the 
United States, as we read it, is at this time 
precluded from the consideration of the 
terms proposed. 


Engiand’s Plans Exposed. 


In the memorandum of agreement between 
the British Commissioner and the Hawaiian 
Government the fact is made very clear that 
England proposes to keep the cable wholiy 
within its own control, politically speaking. 
The main relay station is to be on Necker 
Island, or possibly Bird Island, with only a 
branch line running down to Honolulu. 
Should the United States wish to commun 
cate with the Hawaiian Islands it would have 
to send its message up to British Columbia, 
have it transmitted to Necker Island, and 
from there to Honolulu. In case of war the 
United States would be absolutely cut off 
from Honolulu, while the British Govern- 
ment would have the immense advantage of 
sore me | cable communication from the isl- 
ands, while it would take the United States at 
least eight days to secure mail communica- 
tion. o correspondence submitted with the 
President’s message shows that Hawaii will 
take the British cable if it can do no better, 
but that it has never asked the United States 
to consent to this important iease to Great 
Britain, It also shows that. Secretary Gresh- 
am and the President went out of their way to 
help along this English scheme and that on 
top of it all the President has misrepresented 
the facts in an official communication to Con- 
gress. In addition to alt this, the fact is de- 
veloped in an official letter from Minister 
Willis to Secretary Gresham, dated at Hono- 
lulu Oct. 19, and received here Nov. 1.

TAX. 


Test Case Argued Referee the District 

Equity Court. 
Wasuixetor, D. C., Jan. 15.—The case of 
John G. Moore against Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Miller, brought to test the 
constitutionality of the income tax law. came 
up before Judge Hagner in the District Equity 
Court this morning. Argument for the plaint- 
iff was made by Judge Wilson and for the de- 
fense by Assistant Attorney-General Whitney. 
Assistant Attorney-General Whitney argued 
that none of the specific objections made to 
the tax raises the ry of uniformity 
within the meaning of the Constitution. He 
said: 

We are unable to see that the act works double 
taxation as claimed. If it did it is immaterial 
and constitutes no objection to the tax even un- 
der the ordinary State Constitations. The objec- 
tions that some corporations are taxed and others 
are not certainly does not upset the constitution- 
ality of the law. No injunction could be granted 
here because complainant bas an adequate rem- 
edy at law, a principle em i in a deciara- 
tory statute. A complainant in equity must 
show why a legal remedy is not adequate for his 
purpose. It was next u the tax was not 
a direct tax within the meaning of the Censtitu- 
tion therefore not required to be appor- 
tioned among the States according to the census, 
and that it is uniform within the constitutional 
meaning. 

Attorney Jere Wilson in opening for the 
complainant denied that there was adequate 
remedy by law and asserted that various dif- 
ficulties confron the counsel for the com- 
plainant in fiimg the suit, The courts are 
reluctant to interfere with the collection of 
these taxes. He said: 

It is a case where the courts can interfere. 
There is no power in this caso for any one to pay 
the tax and recover the money by protest. 
the citizens ever had auy relief and the act turns 
out unconstitutional then all that is paid is gone 
forever and there is no remedy except of appeal 
to the justice of Congress. 

At this point the government asked for an 
adjournment until tomorrow and the case 
was accordingly postponed. Judge Wilson 
will continue his argument tomorrow.

D. K. Tenney Issues « Formal Statement, 
but Carefaliy Refrains from Saying 
Where the Man Is Hidden=S:ys the 
Stealing Megan in the First Term of 
Office, Which Will Compiieate the 
Liability of Bond smon=—Mayor of Pierre 
Thinks Tayler Has Most of the Cash. 


If Attorney D. K. Tenney knows where his 
client, W. W. Taylor, defaulting Treasurer of 
South Dakota, is hidimg trom the officers of 
the law, he’s not going to tell. He 
admit that the whereabouts of the 
cleaned outa State strong box is known to 
him, neither does he deny it. He simply 
smiles, says the relations between lawyer and 
client must be kept inviolate, and there you 


are. 

If Attorney C. H. Wells, partner of Mr. 
Tenney, knows where he could lay his finger 
on the missing man in a few hours’ time, he 
also is not taking the wide, wide world into 
his confidence. Mr. Wells should be inter- 
ested in Mr. Taylor, or perchance it may be 
the other way, for many valuable securities 
have been transferred by Taylor, through his 
brother-in-law, to Mr. Wells. These inciude, 
it iseaid, a $20,000 mortgage on land in 
Beadle County, one for $17,000 in Spink 
County, and one for $16,000 in Potter County 
all in South Dakota. The sum total of the 
value of the property turned over is not 
known owing to the reticence of the individ. 
uels concerned. 

Mr. Tenney was asked Monday for informa- 
tion regarding Taylor. He begged to be ex- 
cused until Tuesday. Yesterday evening he 
handed out a typewritten statement in which 
he says he does not know where the missing 
official is. But when a reporter for Tun 
Tumors asked the question he replied with a 
smile that people desiring information on that 
point would have to apply to some one other 
than Taylor's attorney. 


Taylor's Visit to Chicago. 

Taylor was in the city several days previous 
to Jan. 3 im consultation with Mr. Tenney. 
That day he received a telegram from ex- 
Gov. Mallette of South kota. Something 
in the message showed him the crisis in his 
affairs was near. It must have come sooner 
than he expected, for he appeared much 
agitated and left his hotel at once. An un- 
known man called for several days 
to get Taylor's mail. It is said he 
was sent from Mr. Tenney’s office. 
It now appears Taylor went direct from the 
hotel to Mr. Tenney. His financial affairs 
were fixed up. He took away with him in 
cash, as Mr. Tenney says, not more than 
was necessary for his ea for a 
reasonabie time. Mr. mney says he 
‘“can’s remember exactly’’ when he saw him 


ast. 

In the matter of the transfer of the prop- 
erty there was a suspicion among the bonds- 
men that no tion was passed for it. 
This theory was carried out yesterday by 
Mr. Tenoey’s statement that he had no 
knowledge of Taylor's receiving any money 
in the transaction. 

A the things that Mr. Tenney does tell 
is that Taylor was a defaulter when elected 
to his last term of office. This further com- 
plicates matters, as it is net known which set 
of bondsmen will be liable for the loss or 
how the liability will be divided. Mr. Ten- 
ney’s connection with the case was discovered 
by the bondsmen who met here to hold a con- 
sultation. They called on him and asked for

Mr. Tenney’s Official Statement. 


This is the statement given out by Mr. 
Tenney: 

„Mr. Taylor was in consultation with us 
for several weeks in regard to his troubles, 
during which time he was engaged in endeav- 
oring to raise money to settle with his suc- 
cessor in office, and seemed confident of be- 
ing able to do so, largely through the aid of 
friends, and by hypothecatmg his property. 
We gave him such advice as we thought ap- 
propriate to the situation, and prepared sev- 
eral mortgages, trust deeds, and other pa- 
pers, such as he desired. Some of his friends 


were also actively engaged in trying 
to assist him out of his dilemma, 
All of these rotracted efforts 


resulted in failure. If raised any money 
on any of these securities I have no knowl- 
edge of it. When towards the last it was plain 
he could not pull through he became desper- 
ate and despondent and talked of committing 
suicide. He feilt the ignominy of his condi- 
tion keenly. At last, with the penitenti 
staring him in the face, he concluded, as 
suppose almost any other man would under 
the circumstances, to conceal himself. He 
seemed to bea proud man, and his punish- 
ment already is as great as such a man can 
bear and live. Where he is I do not know. 
„The idea entertained by the South Dakota 

ple, according to the newspapers, that 
aylor has taken with him in his retirement 
alargeamount of their money, is simply 
nonsense. bondsmen who are here 
seemed to have the same idea, but I think are 
now eatisfied to the contrary.

Comes to Trial at Last.

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Favors a Lowering of the Milk License, 


The Chicago Mils Shippers’ Association 
was declared an illegal concern by the Su- 
preme Court yesterday. This will erd the 
business of the milk trust, it is expected. 
The concern was organized in February, 
1891, by the combining of 1.500 milk deal- 
ers for the purpose of controlling the price 
of that commodity in this city. The opinion 
which knocked out the trust was given in ite 
suit against Charles C. Ford, No. 1055 
Adams street. He owed the trust $433 for 
milk bought in 1891. During May and June 
of that year the price of milk was 75 cents a 
can. The price was raised to 80 cents a can 
in July, August,and Septem ber, and in October 
to 90 cents. After Ford had bought the milk 
at these prices he concluded they were exor- 
bitant and that the Milk Shippers’ Associa- 
tion was a trust, therefore an illegal concern 
under the statutes and as such unable to col- 
lect the price of the milk it had sold and de- 
livered. He therefore refused to pay. The 
trust brought suit to collect the amount of 
the bill. The case was tried in the Circuit 
Court. Judge Tuthill .beld that the trust 
could not collect the bill, notwithstanding the 
fact of sale and delivery of goods was proven. 
Because it was a trust it had no standing in 
court. The law is explicit on the matter of 


trusts and illegal business combinations, It 


provides that they cannot collect the price of 
the sale of goods actually sold and delivered. 
The case was appealed and the Appellate 
Court reversed Judge Tuthill. It held that 
the Milk Shippers’ Association was a trust, 
but that it could collect for goods sold and 
delivered in good faith and that Ford would 
have to pay for the milk. The case was 
taken to the Supreme Court. 
Facts in Record Submitted. 


The record submitted to the Supreme 

Court by Ford, the defendant, shows that the 
trust was organized to crowd ali dealers and 
commission men out of business, This was 
one of the requirements of zne constitution 
and by-laws. The members further were to 
establish a central bureau of information and 
a uniform quality of milk and fix a price for 
the same semi-annually, which would govern 
every month in the year. The association 
then, feeling confident of its strength. took 
upon itself the jurisdiction over rural district 
shippers who were sending milk into Chicago. 
The capital stock of the trust was placed at 
$100,000, and no one member could hoid 
more than fifty shares, but his shares were 
governed by the number of cans of milk he 
sold each day, and each share was valued at 
$10. Nineteen members of the trust consti- 
tuted the Board of Directors, and they were 
empowered by the stockholders to fix the price 
of milk and transact the business of the asso- 
ciation. A tax of five cents was imposed on 
each can of milk sold in the city to pay the 
ex penses. 
Wholly independent of the frust. local as- 
sociations were formed and conducted busi- 
ness in the several wards and divisions of the 
city. The city dealers were not the only 
members, but the trust finaliy gobbled up the 
producers, thereby forming a confederation 
which effectually killed all competition and 
the outsiders were crowded out by the prices 
adopted by the trust, which finally brought 
them to poverty. In this way a guarantee 
was given to every member who took outa 
can of milk that if it were not sold he would 
be paid for the milk out of the 5 cents a can 
that all members were compelled to pay. In 
April, 1891, the tirst meeting of the trust was 
heid, at which tixie the price of miik was 
fixed for the remainder of the year and the 
price for May and June was fixed at 75 cents 
a can. For July, August, and September it 
was fixed at 80 cents, and 90 cents a can for 
the rest of the year. 


Justice Phillips’ Opimnien. 


These facts were all carefully considered 
by Justice Phillips and in his opinion he said: 
Stockholders in an association may enter into 
contracts with it and deal with it in reference to 
contracts and agreements, acquiring the same 
bts and incurring like liabilities as strangers. 
The right to enter into contracts and agreements 
thus existing, their effect and consruction, is 
the same as if made with other corporations or 
with strangers, and where void by reason of a 
statutory vision in one case would be so in 
another. a general rule no recovery can be 
had upon a contract made in violation 
of the express provisions of a pub 
lic statute. Where an act is forbidden 
by a statute no right arises under any agree- 
ment made in carrying out such forbidden act, 
as no legal right exists to do that which 
is declared illegal, and im the absence of 
a legal right there can be no legal 
remedy. The statate by its terms makes a com- 
bination, trust, or agreement between corpora- 
tions, partnerships. firms, or individuals to fix 
the price of any commodity or to limit the 
amount to be soid an offense which is sought to 
be pruhibite4, and it further provides that a pur- 
chaser of any article or commodity from any in- 
dividual, company, or corporation, transacting 
business contrary to the act, is not liable for the 
rice or payment of such article or commodity. 
his association is a combination in violation of 
the statute and in restraint of trade. Any pur- 
chaser of any commodity thus soid by such 
organization is not liable for the price thereof. 
The corporation is clearly subject to the statute 
and although the contract with Ford was ente 
into before the passage of the act, yet by its 
terms the furnishing of the commodity ran from 
month to month and was furnished after the 
passage of the act. There was no error in the 
trial court holding as law the propositions sub- 
mitted by appellant and in finding for the de- 
fendant and entering judgment against the 
plaintiff for costs, There was error in the A 
pellate Court reversing the judgment of the Cir- 
euit Court.

All Contracts with It Void. 


The decision not only frees Ford from all 
debt to the trust, as well as absolving 
all outside dealers, but also gives to the mem- 
bers of the trust itself the right to repudiate 
all debts due since July, 1891, having the 
effect of giving the trust no standing whatso. 
ever and rendering all contracts with it void.

Health Department, However, Thinks a 
Reduced Milk License Desirable. 

Ald. Campbell’s amendment, which pro- 
vides for the exemption of ail dealers, other 
than those who deliver milk in wagons, from 
the payment of the special license fee of $10 
under the present milk ordinance, does not 
find favor in the Health Department. The 
amendment proposed by Aid. Gallagher, 
which provides that the license fee of $10 
which small dealers must now pay be reduced 
to $1, is approved by the Health Department. 
J. F. McCarty, Secretary of the department, 
eaid the present law was a burden on small 
dealers who keep milk for the accommoda. 
tion of their customers and who do not make 
enough profit to pay the cost ot the license. 

All dealers should be under the supervis- 
ion of this department,“ he said. The re. 
duction of the license would not tend in any 
way to lessen tne work of milk inspection. 

In the Milk Inspection Department tour in- 
spectors are kept at work gathering samples 
of milk, which are brought to the office to be 
tested. They bring in on an average of forty 
samples a day. samples are taken 
from wagons. (Che inspectors complain that 
they have so much work to do they cannot 
look after restaurants and other places where 
milk is cold. It is admitted in the depart. 
work of inspection does not 
le city thoroughly.

WHAT FARMER ALLIANOE WANTS, 


Resolutions Passed Telling All About the 
Latest Theories. 

The Executive committee of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance held an all day’s session at 
the Sherman House yesterday. Elwood Fur- 
nas of Nevada, la., was Chairman. The day 
was spent in preparing a set of resolutions, 
election of officers, and general routine work. 
The followmg resolutions were adopted: 

Wuereas, The farmers of the United States 
outnumber any other class of citizens and furnish 
three-fourths of the commerce of the country and 
the largest proportion f our export trade, and 
are compelied to bay the lion's share of the taxes 
of the country, and have always been loyal and 
faithful to the government in time of war as weil

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Particularly interesting and enthusiastic 
was the meeting of Republican women held at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday afiernoon under 
the auspices of the Iliinois Republican Wom- 
an’s Central committee. For two hours Mrs, 
J. Eilen Foster, President of the National 
Repubiican Woman’s Association, spoke on 
matters political to an assemblage of 200 
representative Republican women of 
Ch.cago and Cook County. The ad- 
dress was interrupted by frequent 
applause and ended with an animated 
discussion. Among the women present were: 
Mrs, Marion Foster Washburne, Mrs. Frank 
Hubbard, Mrs. Mary Holmes, Mrs. J. J. 
Parker, Mrs, Alice Asbury Abbott, Mrs. L. B. 
Shattuck, Mrs. George W. Piummer, and 
Mrs. Perry A. Hull. ; 

It is a fact well known that there are two 
classes of Republican women in Chicago, who 
are not antagonistic, to be sure, but who 
seek the same end—equal suffrage—by differ- 
ent methods. The Illinois Republican 
Woman’s Central committee may be said to 
stand for the conservative women, who be- 
lieve equal suffrage will be bestowed in its 
own good time. The other women are 
identified with Republican women’s clubs 
auxiliary to the men’s organizations or witb 
the suffrage societies. This coterie purposes 
to appeal directly to the Legislature for 
further suffrage. With many women in Chi- 
cago it isa perplexing question as to which 
siue of the Republican fence they want to be- 
come identified with. For this reason a free 
discussion of the matter was indulged in. 

Mrs. Foster strongly advocates fealty to 
the Republican party as a separate, dis 
tinctive woman’s organization, on which 
principal was tounded the Iilinois Republic- 
an Woman’s Central committee, After a 
résumé of the Colorado women’s campaign, 
Mrs. Foster said: 

During the campaign in Colorado women 
worked separately from the men. Since the 
campaign it was hoped to organize auxiliary to 

men. However fine the theory, it was evi- 
dent it would never be practicable. So in 
Colorado the women have distinct clubs co- 
operating at times with the organizations of 
men. My advice to the women of ILillinow is to 
organize as distinctive woman’s ciubs. Above 
all things be loyal to the principles of the 
Republican party. 

he reason that Kansas women recently failed 
to get the bailot is that they tried to make the 
Republican party give them suffrage. So the 
women of Kansas are in sackcioth and ashes to- 
day. Women of Illinois, do not try to make the 
Republican party grind your ax. It will be 
ground for you in time. On the other hand the 
women of Colorado attested their oyalty to the 
principles of the Republican party by declaring 
that if a bad man was nominated by Republicans 
they would jose their vote rather than vote for 
a bad man on the opposing ticket. A good man 
on a bad ticket can accompiish no good. 

Women, you never heard of a Democrat mak- 
ing a decided effort toward good government ex- 
cept the Democrptic women of Kentucky who 
defeated Breckinridge. As women of Lilinois, 
stand for good government inside the Repubiic- 
an party. Stand for social purity, for temper- 
ance, for kindred reforms, but stand on a party 
pledged to such measures. 

As women who will some day have the ballot, 
study the issues of day. Study the silver 
question, the relations of capital and labor, and 
the problems of the hour. broadminded 
enough in political matters to work for the good 
of the people. As to the = woman who 
works 12 for her, but do not lean 
much on ber.

„% That is, however, the distinctive work of 
the Iliinois * Society, not of the IIIi- 
nois Republican Woman's Central commit 
tee. 

„Can the Illinois Republican Woman's 
Central committee in any way further suf- 
frage? asked Mrs. Marion Foster Wash- 
burne. For my part,“ she continued. I 
am in favor of a free fight in plain English. 
We do not want any of the indirect suggest- 
ing to which women have had to resort for 
centuries.”’ 

In reply Mrs. Foster said: “The Illinois 
Republican Woman’s Central committee was 
organized to stand for the Republican party. 
If the Republican women of Iliinois would 
work might and main for the party more 
would be accomplished toward equal suffrage 
than any number of petitions couid do. This 
is the way the Illinois Republican Woman’s 
Central committee hopes to secure additional 
suffrage.”

A great a 
ger may beset the flock of Christ, not mem 4 
from false teaching, but through injudicious aa 4 
ill-timed teaching, the effect of which is not u 
settle and confirm. but to undermine and weaken 
faith. This danger exists, and unless it shall be 
conscientiously avoided by every teacher of the 
church the coming generations may live, to see 
“a famine in the land, not a famine of bread, 
nor a thirst for water, but of hearing the words 
of the Lord. 

Not Open to Question. 

The inspiration of the holy scriptures isa pos- 
tulate of faith, nota corollary of criticism. It 
cannot lawfully be questioned by any Christian 
man, and least of ali by men who have sealed 
their conviction of the certainty of the faith with 
the solemn vows of ordination. Outside of the 
domain of faith there may be undetermined 
questions touching matters which, to some 
minds, may seem to be almost essential to the in- 
tegrity of the Christian scheme, but which can- 
not be necessary to salvation. In this border- 
land thinking minds will appreciate and rever- 
entiy and conscientiously use the freedom which 
is accorded to them, but they will not carry their 
liberty over into the realm of adjudicated truth. 
Their obligations to God, as men and as priests, 
bind them in holy and blessed servitude to the 
truth, and a consciousness of their own honest 
loyalty is essential to their self-respect. 

Under the instruction of their divine master, 
the first ambassadors of Christ knew how fruit- 
less even a hi degree of evangelic activity 
must be without unflinching loyalty to a body of 
doctrine once for all delivered and recoived, In 
the ages all along, since the first council was 
held in Jerusalem, the safety and honor of the 
church have been endangered as much by the in- 
roads of disbelief in revelation. and by lax con- 
structions of creeds and oaths of allegiance, as 
by the idolatry of the East, or the barbarism of 
the West. 


Not less plain is this condition, and not less 
sharp is the test of cbecience, in this land and at 
this time. in the matter of the church’s formu- 
laries of worship. Seductions to lawlessness 
abounding in a civilization showy rather than 
strong. in communities of cager enterprise, in- 
lectuai pride, social agitation, and vast material 
opportunities, lay upon the church a solemn ob- 
ligation to abiae steadfastly in the unchanging 
principles of her commission and her confes- 
and in the dignity ana simplicity 
of her acknowledged offices and standards; 
not forgetting that spiritual life must decay, not 
only when pledges are emptied of their meaning, 
but when formularies are maimed of their integ- 
rity. No specious plea of progress, liberty, inde- 
pendence, or comprehension can weaken in the 
least the constraining obligation of a covenant 
of conformity. A heresy which would seek at the 
altar protection from the penalty of a violated 
vow forfeits the respect and tenderness due to 
honest doubt. We therefore earnestly entreat 
you, dear brethren of the clergy, that you stand 
fast in the liberty wherewith Christ hath made 
you free. you “declare the whole counsel 
of God, as this church hath received the same, 
that you exercise discipline without fear, not 
handling the word of God deceitfully,”’ ** holding 
the mystery of the faitn in a pure conscience, 
and by manifestation of the truth commending 
8 tœ very man's conscience in the sia ht 
of God. 


So exhorting you, dearly beloved in the Lors.

“stablish, strengthen, and settle you and the 
flocks intrusted to our care, we ‘commend you 
to and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up and to give you an inherit- 
ance among them which are sanctified.”

OLD SOLDIER VIOTIM OF A GAME 


Gives a Check and Money to a Man Who 
Leaves with Both. 

Michael Graham, a war veteran and inmate 

of the Soldiers’ Home at Dayton, O., sent this 
communication to Tue TRIBUNE: 


I wish to thank the brothers of the Alexian 
Hospital for the courteous treatment extended 
to me while an inmate of their hospital. Also 
the Veteran Relief Association for taking care of 
me when discharged from the hospital and get- 
t me a ticket for the Soldiers’ Home, I was 
robbed the 7th of this month of $108 at the 
Union Depot. I am a veteran soldier, 66 years 
of age, and servext in B Company, Seventy-sixth 


Pennsylvania Infantry. By giving this to the 


public you will greatly oblige a veteran soldier. 


The police were made aware of Mr. Gra- 
ham’s misfortune and had him taken to the 
hospital. The report on it turned in by Po- 
liceman John Reatrdon of Desplaines Street 
Station shows, however, that the robbery oc- 
curred Jan. 5, and that the old soldier was the 
victim of a confidence game. The reportsays 
he arrived at the Northwestern Depotat 11 
v’clock on that date from Milwaukee, and 
gave Frank Tobin of Milwaukee, who wasrec- 
ommended to him by John Magoon, a taloon- 
keeper, No. 255 Wiscousin avenue, a check 
on a Dayton bank for $100, and $8in cash 
with which to buy him a ticket from Chicago 
to Dayton. Graham went to the Union 
Depot, and waited there a long time for Tobin 
to come with the ticket, but that individual 
failed to put in an appearance. He had 
skipped With both check and money. When 
the poor old man realized that he had been 
robbed the shock to him was so great that he 
fell in a fit, and while suffering was removed 
to the hospital.
